6. Claims 11, 12, 17, 19, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Eriksson et al. (US 5,786,787 A).

Eriksson et al. discloses a method of sensing a vehicle driving ahead by means 
of a yaw sensor and proximity sensor 4 (or radar) for calculating a travel-course offset of 
the preceding vehicle 25 relative to the host vehicle 23 by means of measuring distance 
over a time period (or time lag) for determining a velocity during a curve 22 in the road, 
Eriksson et al. further recites the sensing system for use with Adaptive cruise controls 
for adjusting the closing speed of the host vehicle In response to the calculated results, 
as shown in figure 1 and recited in column 3, line 63 through column 4, line 48 and in 
column 6, lines 1-9. 

With respect to claim 12, the half the distance between the tow vehicle a/2 can 
be used as the measuring distance, as recited in column 4, lines 32-35. 

With respect to claim 17, the detection system can detect vehicles in adjacent 
lanes, as shown in figure 1 . 

With respect to claims 19 and 20, Eriksson et al. discloses a number of possible 
detection devices to be used in column 6, lines 11-17
